CLAIMS 

What I claim in my invention is: 
1. (CANCELLED) 

i. A protective covering that stays in place and protects an infant from all objects, 

including but not limited to zippers, buttons, jewelry, collar bones, and dirty 

clothing. 

ii. A padded covering that stays in place and offers an infant a comfortable and 
soothing place to rest while being rocked, walked or any other activity that takes 
place in ones arms. While awake, the baby is stimulated by the patterns on the 
fabric. 

iii. A covering that stays in place and is also fully protective for the adult from spit 
up; and the padding makes the adult comfortable by eliminating discomfort from 
awkward positions of the baby's head or other baby body part. 

2) (NEW) A cushioned protective torso cover for an adult to wear when caring for an infant 
comprising: 

An outer covering comprising a front, a back, a periphery, shoulder coverings 
with a closure device adapted for the adult's neck comprising a hood and latch 
closure and means for securing the torso cover around the adult's waist whereby 
the front and the back are fabricated together by sewing around the periphery and 
thereby forming an internal pocket which is filled with a padding material prior to 
final sewing of the periphery.
